ARE INACTIVE 
(By Associated Press) 
Des* Moines, Iowa, February 28.— 
Iowa’s coal mines, ail bituminous, arc 
operating on an average of only two 
days u week, mine workers, officials 
say, 
They add that the idleness in 
due principally to failure of many 
railroads to take more than their min­ 
imum contract quotas and to lie* un­ 
usually mild weather. 
J. ( ’. Lewis of Albia, president of 
the Iowa 
MiiiP Workers, estimated 
that normally the railroads purchase 
7<t percent of all the coal mined in 
th** stab*. 
The mine workers charge that some 
railroads which in other years used 
Iowa coal for operation in this state 
and Nebraska, are now getting their 
coal in Illinois, and not only consum­ 
ing it largely on lines operated In 
Iowa, but also are carrying it into 
Nebraska for use there. 
More than 9?000,000 tons 
of coal 
were produced in Iowa in 1917; sev­ 
eral idle months cut production ma­ 
terially in 1918, and this year prom­ 
ises a like slump unless conditions 
are remedied, accordig to operators 
and miners.

ed States^ show there are 19,990,204 
women members, as compared with 
15,653,958 men. 
The proportion of men in tho Ro­ 
man Catholic churches is above nor­ 
mal being 6.149,035 men. as compared 
with 6.420,360 women. Even the Lat­ 
ter Day Saints, or Mormons, do not 
vary greatly from the general aver­ 
age, reporting 194,208 men and 209,- 
180 women.

At several places the American Red 
Cross is distributing food and cloth­ 
ing to an increasing num ber of per­ 
sons daily. 
A shipm ent of food and 
medicines which recently arrived at 
Filmic h is been sent into N orthern 
Serbia, and soon the Red Cross will 
he caring for destitute persons in al­ 
most every section of the 
country, 
This work is being conducted from 
aloniki where Major Jo h n P | Carey I 
of Colorado Springs, Colorado, actin g ] 
Commissioner of the it* d Cross Mis­ 
sion to Serbia, is in charge. The Com­

The w eather is extrem ely cold and 
rn.‘I is very scarce. 
T he Austrians 
and Bulgarians deliberately wrecked 
entire buildings in order 
to 
make 
firewood of th** flooring and window 
frames. 
T here is scarcely any* petrol 
in the country and ordinary kerosene 
is selling at $5 a quart. 
The country’s 
coal mines cannot be worked because 
most of the m iners ar*' still in the 
army. 
Railroads and highw ays are in a 
lam entable 
condition 
and 
present 
m any obstacles to the task of getting 
relief .supplies to the interior.. 
The 
enemy forces in their retreat w anton­ 
ly destroyed large sections of the rail­ 
roads, and as a result certain regions 
must 
rely on autom obile transport. 
Only the most powerful motor cars 
and trucks eau get over the war-worn 
roads. 
The arm y has most of 
the 
country’s horses and they will not be 
available fot transport or agricultural 
purposes for some time.
